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ARTUR Roruc has said he will fight for his 
place in the Saints team after failing to 
secure a deadline day move away from the 
club. 

The Polish keeper has been left out of the squad 
for the last couple of weeks ahead of a possible 
move away from St Mary’s following the £10m 
signing of Fraser Forster. 

However, deadline day passed with Boruc still a 
Saints player. 

It leaves Saints boss Ronald Koeman with a 
tricky dilemma in terms of keeping everyone 
happy, with Forster, Boruc, club captain Kelvin 
Davis, Paulo Gazzaniga and Cody Cropper all 
pushing for first team action. 

Boruc is out of contract at the end of this season

and there is no prospect of him being offered a 
new deal. 

Boruc though, says he will fight for his place. 

“I'll try my best if I get a chance to fight for the 
place in Southampton’s squad,” said Boruc, 
speaking on a visit to the museum of his former 
club, Legia Warsaw, while away on international 
duty with Poland. 

“I haven't had it so far 

“I look forward to return to the club and see 
where I stand.” 

Boruc has been linked with a possible move back 
to Legia Warsaw and certainly didn’t rule out 
such a thing happening, though did admit it is 
tricky with the window now closed. 

“The ball's in Legia's court. Of course I'd like to 
play here again,” said Boruc. 

“'I’ve always said that I would like to come back 
to Legia Warsaw someday and nothing has 
changed about that.” 

Upon signing Forster, Saints boss Koeman had 
initially said he wanted Boruc to stay and fight for 
his place.

“We must all come together 
now to get results on the pitch 
and do our best for the fans.

“We must work hard during 
the week to be stronger on 
match day.” 

The departure of Ramirez in 
the closing hours of the win¬ 
dow came as something of a 
surprise, with Saints manager 
Ronald Koeman having stated 
just a few days earlier that he 
would not be leaving. 

But it is understood that 
Ramirez had told the club he 
wanted first-team football, 
and, as that could not be guar¬ 
anteed, particularly with the 
arrival of £10m winger Sadio 
Mane on deadline day, he was 
therefore allowed to leave. 
Ramirez, who became Saints’ 
then-record signing in 2012 
when joining in a £12m deal 
from Bologna, still has two 
years left on his contract at St 
Mary’s. 

He has failed to fulfil his 
undoubted talent since arriving 
at the club, though, making 45 
Premier League appearances - 
only 23 of which were starts - 
while contributing six goals 
and six assists in the competi¬ 
tion.

GO on, admit it. 

This time two months ago you never thought 
the summer transfer window would end and 
you’d actually be happy, did you? 

After what can only be described as a 
traumatic summer, Saints have emerged 
on the other side stronger and better 
equipped for life in the top ten in the 
Premiership. 

However if you followed the Fox 
Sports network websites you’d 
see Saints listed as one the losers 
during the transfer window 
and Manchester United as 
one of the winners. 

Quite how Fox came to 
that conclusion is beyond 
me. 

You can only assume it 
comes with the obligatory 
reference to the 
Championship manager video game 
mind-set of some followers of the beautiful game who 
look at stats rather than actual performances. 

Looking at Saints’ ins and outs, you’d have to say the 
club has done remarkably well in remarkably difficult 
circumstances. 

Pelle is pretty much a like-for-like replacement 
for Rickie Lambert, only younger. 

Tadic is a like-for-like replacement for Lallana, 
but £10 million cheaper. 

Bertrand is a more than able replacement for 


Luke Shaw and the money for Dejan Lovren 
appears to have got us three international defen¬ 
sive players. 

By anyone’s standards, that is good business for 
Southampton Football club. 

The media are starting to come around. 

The tabloid press now seem to have accepted that 
club that spends £65 million on players and still has £32 
million left to play with, isn’t a club in meltdown, isn’t 
having a fire sale and does have some sense of ambition. 

When you look at other clubs and their transfer day 
activity, you have to ask yourself who actually is in cri¬ 
sis and who isn’t. 

Nothing has been said of Manchester United and 
their signing of Radamel Falcao from Monaco that 
screams “panic buy.” 

His wages alone would make Sir Matt Busby turn 
in his grave. The player will earn approximately 
£265,000-a-week, and it is not thought Monaco are 
paying any part of his wages. 

Angel Di Maria, a £59.7 million capture from 
Real Madrid, again seems out of place w:" 
United’s previous transfer dealings. 

Only the £13.8 million signing of Daley Blind 
seems logical. 

In terms of the new boys, you’d have to be 
dead from the neck up not be excited at the 
prospect of Pelle up front and Tadic in 
midfield. 

Pelle seems to have a fierce desire 
to succeed, which seems to the the 
polar opposite to Dani Osvaldo, who 
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seemed more interested in his off-the-pitch 
interests than the activity that actually 
paid his wages. 

He’s built for the Premiership and, if 
his early efforts are anything to go by, 
he’s an exciting proposition. 

Tadic is the one to watch, in my ever- 
so-humble opinion. 

He has big shoes to fill. 

Lallana was, with Lambert, my 
favourite player of the last ten years. 

He was a player who had that ability to 
drop a shoulder, lose a man and get you 
on your feet. 

Tadic has shown great promise and, if 
he fulfils that potential, he’ll be an 
absolute steal. 

Defensively, we look stronger as well. 
We have England’s number two goal¬ 
keeper, plus two central defenders 
with Champions League experience in 
Toby Alderweireld and Florin Gardos, 
for the equivalent of what we got for 
Dejan Lovren. 

With every purchase, Saints are looking stronger and 
stronger. 

Ask yourself, how would you feel if Saints had turned 
down the bids for Lambert, Lallana, Lovren and 
Chambers and then seen them falter this season? 

How would you feel if we’d turned down £90 million and 
kept players that didn’t quite follow up their potential? 
This is football, after all, not a computer simulation and 
luck plays a part in a footballer’s development. 

In all honesty, I truly believe this club could surprise a 
lot of people this season and do quite well. 

But what’s that I hear you say? 

The tabloid media still don’t rate our chances? 

Our new players are unproven in the Premiership? 
Perhaps it’s just me, but isn’t every season a risk? 

Who’s to say that Lallana doesn’t suffer a dip in form at 
Liverpool? That Lovren doesn’t have that second good sea¬ 
son? That Shaw doesn’t quite get back to the match fitness 
levels that got him a multi-million pound contract at 
Manchester United? 

There are countless permutations that make up a foot¬ 
ballers career, branches of decisions and actions that decide if 
a footballer is a success or a failure. 

None of us possess crystal balls, the power of foresight. 

None of us can predict how this season will progress. 

We could struggle. 

It could take time for the team to gel or the team could hit the 
ground running and surprise everyone. That’s football, that’s the 
beauty of the game, the unpredictability of football that both 
delights and frustrates in equal measure. 

In the out tray, in addition to the “Southampton 5” we now 
say our goodbyes to Jos Hooiveld, Billy Sharp, Gaston Ramirez 
and Dani Osvaldo. 

I can’t thank the first two enough for their contribution. 

I’m probably damning them with faint praise when I say 
that they sadly weren’t quite up to requirements of a club with 
European ambitions, but Sharp and Hooiveld both played piv¬ 
otal roles in our promotion from the Championship. 

Sharp will do well at Leeds, he’s the archetypal fox in the box 
and a terrific addition for any Championship team. 

Hoovield was probably damned by the amount of own goals he 
scored in his time at the club. 

But it’s amusing that when people harp on about that particular 
part of his game, they conveniently forget the man scored nine goals 
in our Championship season which for a centre back is sensational. 
Both are thoroughly decent people and both made a huge impact on the 
club in the short time they were here. I wish them nothing but the best. 
The transfer window is closed. The season effectively starts now. 

I, for one, cannot wait. 
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Money brings 
in big names 


SILLY season is finally over. 

The 11pm transfer deadline (unless you’re 
Aston Villa) brought to an end the most expen¬ 
sive summer transfer window in the history of 
the English game. 

A total of £850 million was spent in just two 
months. 

Of course, that was aided by Manchester 
United’s enormous spending spree in the hope of 
regaining their place among Europe’s elite. 

They were not solely to blame for the exorbitant 
total that appeared on Monday night, though, as 
Liverpool, Chelsea and even the Saints did their 
fair share of spending. 

This window surely illustrates that there is now 
more money in the Premier League than any¬ 
where else. 

Yes, Barcelona and Real Madrid both made 
their obligatory £50m-plus signings this year, but, 
outside of the top two in Spain, La Liga fails to 
attract as many big names as we have seen the 
Premier League welcome these past couple of sea¬ 
sons. 

Sure, it can be argued that the elite names in 
European football are still heading there - Luis 
Suarez, James Rodriguez, Toni Kroos etc. 

But pretty much everyone else is being raked in 
by English football. 

Diego Costa, Cesc Fabregas, Mario Balotelli, 
Radamel Falcao and Angel di Maria all arrived on 
English shores last month, joining established 
stars already here such as David Silva, Sergio 
Agiiero, Robin van Persie, Mesut Ozil and Eden 
Hazard. 

Never mind the fact that Everton are now able 
to spend £28m on Romelu Lukaku! 

The press this week has been drowned in arti¬ 
cles criticising United’s purchasing prowess. 

Di Maria was said to have cost United £24m 
more then what they should have paid. 

Unless you are one of United’s money men, 
though, why is that a problem? 

Clubs who generate as much revenue as United 
should be attracting big names, and the league as 
a whole benefits from their presence on our 
fields. 

The prestige of the division returns when the 
world’s most coveted players ply their trade in it, 
and the league can now boast that every team 
involved in it will turn up each weekend with 
players worth watching. 

COMPELLING 

It is a competition that, at the moment, is as 
compelling as anyone would wish. 

As satisfying as it is for viewers across the 
globe, however, the entertainment factor might 
not necessarily compensate for the roadblock 
forming on the path for English talent at Premier 
League clubs. 

Burnley, admiringly so, bought only British- 
based players this window. 

Palace, amid their managerial crisis, did the 
same. 

Yet, with top British talent attracting some of 
the window’s largest fees, it’s no surprise that 
those with the biggest cheque books look abroad 
for proven talent, rather than paying the premi¬ 
um for Brits with potential. 

The fact that Luke Shaw cost more than 
Fabregas should say it all. 

England’s drab victory over Norway on 
Wednesday in front of a half-full Wembley won’t 
have done much in offering hope to the nation, 
which has become gripped by its domestic league, 
but bored with its national team. 

But let’s not dive too deep into the depths of con¬ 
cern surrounding the English side, as is custom¬ 
ary after another major tournament disappoint¬ 
ment - difficult as that may be during an interna¬ 
tional break. 

Just for the moment, let’s marvel at what lies 
ahead this season in the Premier League. 

The sums of money being thrown about aren’t 
everything at the end of the day. 

The romance remains. There is no other league 
like it. 

While United’s struggles this early in the season 


may have been predicted, not many would have 
guessed Stoke would walk away from the Etihad 
Stadium last weekend with all three points. 

It’s results like that which have helped attract 
some of the world’s best back to the league too. 

Tactical naivety, and the emphasis of power 
ahead of technique, have given way. 

The likes of Liverpool, under a British manager 
with perhaps England’s most exciting talent in 
Raheem Sterling, are playing some of the most 
progressive and attractive football in Europe at 
the moment. 

Southampton, under Maurico Pochettino last 
season would have done well in any league, and 
so too Everton. 

The national team may have been stuck at a 
crossroads for the past 50-odd years, but the 
domestic league is thriving. 


The big-name arrivals this summer have cap¬ 
tured the imagination of many, but the exciting 
thing is that this is just the start. 

Big names attract viewers, simple as that. 

When Old Trafford provides the stage for Falcao 
and Di Maria to make their home debuts next 
weekend, most admirers of the beautiful game 
will be tuning in, soaking up what is sure to be a 
rapturous welcome to United’s latest high-profile 
acquisitions. 

The swelling of an already huge global audience 
will mean that, in the coming years, Premier 
League clubs can expect even more fortunes to 
head their way through television deals and spon¬ 
sors alike. 

As fans, pundits and lovers of the league, this 
means we can expect even more big names in the 
future.

YOU continually hear that transfer 
deadline day wouldn’t be the same 
without Sky Sports and their rolling 
coverage of it. 

That’s probably right. 

It would probably be a lot nicer. 

There were some extraordinary 
stories that popped up during the 
day, that suddenly never got men¬ 
tioned again. 

Then there was the ridiculous 
new Sky Sports HQ studio, a living 
testament to all things gaudy and 
tacky. 

But, worst of all, were the scenes 
outside the grounds, where the 
roving reporters get stationed. 

Quite why you need to have all 
these poor souls on location stood 
outside a ground is anybody’s 
guess. 

As most journalists know, it’s not 
like they get many stories there, 
and most of the time they are just 
trying to follow up what people sat 
in other offices have already 
reported. 

Worse than that, they have to put 
up with the unruly mobs that 
inevitably surround them. 

During the daytime it’s a bit of 
fun, but come the evening things 
get far more sinister. 

This year we saw sex toys being 
waved around and poked in a 
reporter’s ear, blow up dolls, 
explicit language and the guy out¬ 
side Crystal Palace having to be 
taken away by security for his own 
safety. 

It’s some sort of bizarre TV myth 
that having a bunch of people in 
the background makes it more 
exciting. 

It makes it more dangerous and 
more irritating. 

You are simply asking for trouble, 
and now it will only get worse as 
there will be people trying to go 
one better again. 

Sky either need security all 
around their reporters, which totally 
negates the point of them being 
stationed outside grounds anyway, 
or need a drastic rethink. 

To be fair, their entire coverage of 
deadline day needs that. 

They present it as fresh and 
colourful and exciting. 

In truth, it is tedious, monotonous 
and appealing only to the lowest 
common denominator. 

Fair deal? 

ANYBODY who preaches about 
Financial Fair Play and the impact 
it will have should take a look at 
the vast number of loan deals com¬ 
pleted this summer, particularly by 
some of the biggest clubs in the 
world. 

There are so many workarounds 
by sides trying to defer payments it 
has made a total farce of the situa¬ 
tion already. Any thought that you 
should only be able to buy a player 
if you can pay for them seems fur¬ 
ther away than ever.

IT WAS a transfer win¬ 
dow nobody connected 
with Saints will forget 
in a hurry. 

Without doubt it was by far 
the most turbulent since the 
transfer window system first 
kicked into life in England in 
2003, and was probably the 
club’s most remarkable ever 
summer of change. 

Having spent years as a club 
synonymous with stability, 
Saints have certainly had their 
fair share of upheavals over the 
past decade - this summer is 
only rivalled by the one that fea¬ 
tured administration and 
Markus Liebherr’s takeover in 
2009. 

Last season seems so long ago 
already, as does the departure 
of Mauricio Pochettino. 

Talking point 

In fact, so much has happened 
since then it’s easy to forget that 
it even occurred during this 
summer, whereas for most 
clubs the loss of a manager 
would be the major talking 
point of the closed season. 

With the likes of Rickie 
Lambert, Adam Lallana, Luke 
Shaw, Dejan Lovren and Calum 
Chambers going for around 
£90m and Graziano Pelle, Dusan 
Tadic, Florin Gardos, Toby 
Alderweireld, Sadio Mane, 
Fraser Forster, Shane Long and 
Ryan Bertrand arriving for 
around £60m, it’s certainly been 
eventful. 

The big question for Saints 
fans is just where the club are 
now compared to where they 
were. 

The easiest way to evaluate it 
is to look at it in instalments. 

Goalkeepers: 

Fraser Forster is certainly an 
upgrade on what they had 
before, so they are without 
doubt stronger 

Left back: 

Saints do not require a world 
class left back, as nice as it is to 
have one. But they do need 


somebody consistent and reli¬ 
able. In losing Shaw and gaining 
Bertrand they have got exactly 
that. 

Right back: 

it was either Chambers of 
Nathaniel Clyne, now it’s just 
Clyne, and the way he’s started 
this season suggests he might 
have been the pick anyway. 
With Alderweireld as cover that 
is more than acceptable. 

Centre halves: 

Losing Dejan Lovren was of 
course a big blow but Saints 
have effectively lost one first 
team centre half and gained two 
others, with Gardos and 
Alderweireld arriving. Indeed, 
with Jose Fonte also there and 
Maya Yoshida possibly even 
squeezed to fourth choice, there 
is an embarrassment of riches. 

Central midfield: 

It’s as you were, no ins or outs. 
Most significantly, Morgan 
Schneiderlin is still at the club 

Attacking midfield: 

It took a hit with the depar¬ 
ture of Adam Lallana, who was 
such a leader as well as being 
prodigiously talented. 

Once more, though, the squad 
looks stronger with Tadic and 
Mane coming in, the question is 
whether they will adapt to the 
Premier League and provide 
what Lallana brought to the 
table. Don’t forget that there is 
also Jay Rodriguez to return 
from injury as well 

Strikers: 

Lambert’s boots are big ones 
to fill. 

Saints have drafted in Pelle 
and Long to offer a strong phys¬ 
ical presence and a player who 
can play on the shoulder of the 
last defender 

Manager: 

Pochettino was successful at 
Saints, but you always had the 
impression he was in it for him¬ 
self rather than the long term 
good of the club. 

It proved that way with his 
departure, but Ronald Koeman 
has come in and been hugely 
impressive. 




His demeanour, the way he 
has led the club during a 
tricky time and the 
team he is building 
breeds confidence in 
him 

All things consid¬ 
ered, the summary 
has to be that 
things are not 
nearly as bleak 
as people might 
have had you 
believe a few 
months ago.

not that far off of an equal 
spend. 

What we have been left with is 
a new Saints, a fresh Saints. 

It’s one which we will watch 
develop with interest, as no 
doubt some of the signings 
flourish and others struggle a 
little more. 

But, overall, if you had to have 
a summer of upheaval, it’s 
ended about as well as you 
could have asked for. 
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this. 


WORKING as a journalist 
on deadline day is a weird 
experience, and it was 
particular odd covering 
Saints this year. 

As was witnessed by the blog 
on the Daily Echo’s website, we 
were accurately reporting 
what the club were trying to 
do from early in the morning. 
But it took until not far 
short of midnight until it 
was all done and dusted. 

It’s a situation where you 
are so grateful for having 
, good contacts. 

Without them, it would 
be a much tougher situa¬ 
tion. 

The number of rumours 
flying about was just 
ridiculous, and even nor¬ 
mally very reliable types 
got taken in by it all. 

A couple of examples just

There was a panic in the morning as 
Sky Sports reported that Saints had 
made a fresh £15m for Tottenham 
winger Andros Townsend. 

We didn’t believe this to be true as 
we knew Saints were chasing Sadio 
Mane and had Nathan Redmond as 
their back-up option. 

But with Sky reporting it it sud¬ 
denly becomes like fact in many 
people’s minds. 

We quickly got to the stage 
where we were convinced it 
was not correct.

That disappointment was 
underlined on Wednesday 
when the international 
friendly against Norway 
attracted only 40,181 - the 
lowest attendance for a 
Wembley international 
since the stadium’s reopen¬ 
ing in 2007.

3 Paul Robinson scored 
for Tottenham against 
Watford in the 2006/07 
season. From what seemed like 
a normal goal kick, the ball took 
an unexpected high bounce 
over Ben Foster, who had 
recently taken the England 
number 1 jersey off him. The 
goal helped Spurs win 3-1. 


4 Tim Howard was the 

fourth keeper to score, 
for Everton against 
Bolton in the 2011/12 season. 
His clearance travelled faster 
than anticipated, due to the 
windy weather, and a huge 
bounce gave his side the lead. 


5 Asmir Begovic put Stoke 
City ahead against 
Saints last November 
after only 13 seconds, when his 
huge kick bounced over the 
stranded Artur Boruc in the visi¬ 
tors’ goal. 


Non-league Football 




AS a man who has proven him¬ 
self adept at writing history 
wherever he has been, Jack 
Midson perfectly fitted the bill 
when manager Richard Hill 
embarked on his summer 
recruitment drive in advance of 
Eastleigh’s debut season as 
members of non-league foot¬ 
ball’s top-flight. 

Arriving at the Silverlake Stadium 
after his release by AFC 
Wimbledon, Midson was part of that 
phoenix club’s first ever match in 
the Football League back in August 
2011, writes PAUL McNAMARA. 

On the last day of the following 
campaign, and on his 100th appear¬ 
ance for the Wombles, the attacker 
scored the penalty that ensured 
they would retain their League Two 
status. 

Now, although confessing that it 
was a wrench to leave Wimbledon 
after ‘the most exciting time of my 
career’, Midson is comfortable with 
his decision to step back outside of 
the league in order to link up with a 
club ‘on the up’. 

“I wanted to stay in the Football 
League,” he said. “I had a few offers, 
but they came from clubs that aren’t 
as ambitious as this one - clubs on 
the way down. 

“I’d rather come to a club like this 
that is on the up and doing the right 
things. 

“I sort of knew what was happen¬ 
ing at Wimbledon (concerning his 
release at the end of last season), 
whether that was my fault or the 
manager’s fault. I think there’s only 
Sammy Moore left there now, who 
is one of Terry Brown’s (in charge at 
Kingsmeadow before current boss 
Neal Ardley) old boys. 

“The current manager is trying to 
bring in his own players, and I think 
they do have to do that. 

“I was disappointed, though, 


“Wimbledon were happy just 
being in there (League Two) and 
then we nearly stitched ourselves 
up and went down. Although I’ve 
done all right in a relegation battle, I 
don’t want to be in that situation 
again.” 

Doing “all right in a relegation bat¬ 
tle” involved contributing 13 league 
goals to his club’s 2012/2013 survival 
cause, most notable of which was 


the spot-kick he coolly dispatched 
with just 18 minutes of the season 
remaining against Fleetwood Town 
- the strike which kept AFC 
Wimbledon afloat, at the expense of 
Barnet and Aldershot Town. 

Midson counts that moment as 
one of the finest of his career, on a 
par in fact with another momentous 
goal he scored earlier in the same 
season. 


In an FA Cup second round tie in 
December 2012 Wimbledon trav¬ 
elled to MK Dons, for the first meet¬ 
ing between the clubs since an 
Independent FA commission had, in 
2002, controversially given its 
approval for the original 
Wimbledon FC to relocate to Milton 
Keynes. 

“The memories of playing against 
Milton Keynes Dons - the game that 


because I really enjoyed my time 
there. The fans were brilliant and I 
wanted to stay. 

I felt I could have played with the 
new signings they’ve made, rather 
than them replacing me. 

“The likes of (Matt) Tubbs and 
(Adebayo) Akinfenwa - to play with 
them would be amazing, but it was¬ 
n’t to be and you move on. 

“I had a couple of chats with a few 
other clubs who didn’t have the 
same ambition as this one. You find 
that a lot of clubs, when they get 
promoted into the League, either cut 
their budget, or keep the same bud¬ 
get and think “we’re happy staying 
here”. 

“They then end up nearly going 
down, like Wimbledon did.

should never have been - will stay 
with me,” he recalled. 

“I don’t know all the history 
behind it, but I have learned a lot 
about it. 

“The passion the fans had about it, 
I realised this was a rivalry like 
nothing before.

ladder came about after he was let 
go by hometown club Stevenage in 
2003 - a rejection that Midson 
admits initially came as a painful 
blow. 

“I fell out of love with football a lit¬ 
tle bit when I was released by 
Stevenage. I started playing at a 
lower level to rediscover the love of 
it again, but as you get higher you 
realise “I’m still all right at it”. 

The switch to Histon came after 
two-and-a-half years with Bishop’s 
Stortford, and provided Midson 
with some “great experiences”. He 
was on the scoresheet 20 times as 
the village club reached the 2008/09 
Conference Premier play-off semi¬ 
finals, where they lost to Torquay 
United. 

During what was an exhilarating 
era for the Cambridgeshire outfit, 
Midson was also part of the ‘Stutes’ 
team that beat Leeds United in a 
pulsating November 2008 FA Cup 
tie. 

The Leeds side included Hull 
City’s recently acquired £6m mid¬ 
fielder Robert Snodgrass, and 
Fabian Delph, who won a first full 
England cap in the national team’s 
friendly contest with Norway this 
week. 

Inevitably, Histon’s escapades 
were making people sit up and take 
notice and, in the summer 
of 2009, Midson was 
enticed away by Oxford 
United. 

‘We got to a semi-final 
and I scored 20-plus 
goals. That put me on 
the map a bit, and I had a 
few teams sniffing around. 
“I was full-time at 
Stevenage before (his 
release), but had had a 
few knock-backs. 

“It was a tough deci¬ 
sion to move to Oxford 
actually, because I was 
enjoying my time with 
Histon. Because of our suc¬ 
cess, though, I realised that a 
lot of the players were going 
to be leaving. 

“I wanted to go full-time 
again and owed it to myself to 
give it a go.” 

It was upon moving to 
Oxford that Midson re¬ 
entered the professional 
ranks, and he agrees that 
becoming a full-time foot¬ 
baller at the relatively late 
age of 25 has shaped his atti¬ 
tude to the game. 

“I think it has. It gave me 
good experience and made

Lampard’s 
fears for 
future stars 

FRANK Lampard has revealed 
his fears for England’s future 
as young stars struggle for first 
team opportunities in the 
Premier League. 

The Manchester City midfield¬ 
er, pictured below, is on loan 
from New York City and feels 
the influx of top European tal¬ 
ent is a major driving force 
behind the stagnation of home¬ 
grown talent. 

Lampard, who retired from 
England duty with 106 caps 
after the World Cup, reflected 
on his progression through the 
ranks at West Ham and 
believes it is a lot different for 
English prospects today. 

“I made my West Ham debut at 
17 and was a regular a year 
later. If I was the same age 
now I wouldn’t be anywhere 
near the Chelsea or 
Manchester City sides,” he 
said. “Like the other kids I’d 
have gone out on loan.” 

The 36-year-old, who is 
Chelsea’s all-time leading 
goalscorer after spending 13 
years at Stamford Bridge, 
acknowledged that coaching 
facilities are better than ever 
but there comes a time when 
players just need games. 

“If it was 
my boy 
I’d think 
about 
sending 
him to 
Chelsea 
to have 
the best 
coaching 
from 
eight to 
15 and, if 
possible, 
then 

send him 
to a club with less resources to 
try and get him in the first 
team at 18,” he added. 

“Rio Ferdinand and I were for¬ 
tunate we experienced it at a 
young age. But the kids these 
days get lost. 

“There’s a stagnant patch 
where we hear of these good 
players of 15 and 16 and won¬ 
der where they are at 21.” 
Lampard highlights Jose 
McEachran as an example of 
this after he was widely tipped 
for big things but was then 
forced out on loan due to the 
plethora of top quality midfield¬ 
ers at Chelsea. 

“He had his moments but I still 
think he got a bit downbeat 
about it,” Lampard said. 

“From being talked up he was 
always having to go out on loan 
- and where do you go from 
there? if the door’s shut, it can 
stay shut.” 

However, the seasoned mid¬ 
fielder also thinks young play¬ 
ers in this country can often 
get ahead of themselves to 
make matters worse. 

“Then there’s the fact these 
young lads have to focus and 
keep their heads when they 
start to earn very good money,” 
he said. 
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Ferdinand:

RIO Ferdinand says Roy 
Hodgson has to find the right 
formula and get his England 
players performing at the 
level they do for their clubs. 
Hodgson’s men were largely 
uninspiring in Wednesday’s 
1-0 international win over 
Norway, when just 40,181 
people turned up to watch at 
Wembley. 

And QPR defender Ferdinand, 
who captained England seven 
times during a 14-year inter¬ 
national career which saw 
him amass 81 caps, believes 
the responsibility lies with 
the manager to get them 
playing at their best. 

Asked why the country’s best 
players have struggled to 
reproduce their club form on 
international duty, Ferdinand 
looked at the recent past. 
Managers such as Sven- 
Goran Eriksson, Fabio 
Capello and Steve McClaren 
were unable to inspire the 
so-called ‘golden generation’ 
to major success on the 



international stage. 
Established internationals 
such as John Terry, Steven 
Gerrard, Frank Lampard and 
Ferdinand have now all 
retired from the international 
game. 

The 35-year-old, pictured 
above, said: “Look at the 
‘golden generation’. Why did¬ 
n’t they succeed? Partly it 
was down to us - but maybe 
we weren’t set up the right 
way. 

“I wouldn’t want to play 
against the current England 
squad. I’m excited about the 
frontline - young, hungry tal¬ 
ents who should flourish 
within a system.” 

Ferdinand believes Hodgson 
has done the right thing giv¬ 
ing Wayne Rooney the cap¬ 
tain’s armband. 

The Manchester United skip¬ 
per netted the only goal from 
the penalty spot in midweek 
and Ferdinand continued: 
“We can romanticise about 
how it was done before but 
within that squad I think he’s 
the right man. 

“He wants to leave his mark 
on the game and he’s got an 
opportunity to do that.”

me realise how lucky I am, and how 
important it is to make the most of 
what you’ve got.” 

In his first season with the Kassam 
Stadium club Midson went one bet¬ 
ter than he had with Histon in the 
Conference Premier play-offs, play¬ 
ing in the final at Wembley as the 
U’s beat York to regain the Football 
League status that they had surren¬ 
dered in 2006. 

It is another day in his storied 
career that the former Dagenham & 
Redbridge man recalls with great 
affection. 

“Getting that promotion into the 
Football League, when I’d worked 
hard over four or five years to try 
and get out of the Conference, was 
huge. 

“Being promoted and playing at 
Wembley has got to be a (career) 
highlight. There are a lot of top 
players who don’t get to play at 
Wembley.” 

Midson spent only one more year 
with Oxford, a campaign that was 
broken up by prosperous loan stays 
at Southend United and Barnet. 

Also in the triumphant Wembley 
Oxford United line-up was James 
Constable, and his former team¬ 
mate’s presence in the current 
Eastleigh ranks had an impact 
when it came to Midson settling 
upon his next destination, once he 
knew his time was up at 
Wimbledon. 

“It did. He signed here just before 
me. We had a good time when we 
played at Oxford,” he remembered. 

“We didn’t always play as a front 
two. I sometimes played on the left 
of a front three, which I’ve done this 
year as well. 

“I like to play up front. Me and 
James Constable have played up 
there together and we’re trying to 
get a partnership together. We’ll 
improve together, as well as individ¬ 
ually.” 

Midson has already shown in his 
early outings as a Spitfire that he is 
capable of filling more than just a 
striking role - and he is content to 
play wherever his manager asks. 

“I have played behind the front, on 
the left and on the right, and 
dropped into midfield. It’s a compli¬ 
ment when the manager asks me to 
play there (in midfield), especially 
towards the end of a game when 
we’re under the cosh or trying to 
shut up shop to secure a result. 

“When I’m asked to drop into mid- 
field, that’s the manager trusting me 
to do a job in there, so I’m more than 
happy to do it.” 

True to form, Midson was quickly 
among the goals in Eastleigh blue 
and, to date, he has found the net 
twice in six games. 

The 30-year-old, however, doesn’t 
set a personal scoring target for the 
season. 

Midson’s personal tally would 
have totalled three, had his early 
penalty in last Saturday’s game at 
Macclesfield not been saved by 
Rhys Taylor. 

He will have no hesitation, though, 
in stepping up again, if required. 

“I’d be more than happy to take 
them. I took about ten at Wimbledon 
and scored them all.

“To come here and the ‘keeper 
save the first one was disappointing, 
but you have to spur yourself on for 
the next game. 

“I’m sure one of the other lads will 
step up, but if they don’t I’d be more 
than willing to take another one.” 

Midson’s failure from the spot at 
the Moss Rose came amidst an 
uncharacteristically tame Eastleigh 
display, with Hill’s side losing 2-0. 

But the start to Conference 
Premier life for the Spitfires has 
been a largely positive one, and 
Midson shares with his colleagues 
and the club’s owners the hope that 
this adventure into a higher league 
can attract more supporters.

“The incentive to get the fan base 
up spurs me and the other players 
on. 

“It doesn’t just happen itself. It 
happens with success. It’s up to us 
to start regularly winning games. 

“If we can enjoy some success, be 
that in the cup or the league, I’m 
sure the numbers will increase.” 

The striker, who doesn’t consider 
that he has ‘hit one hundred per 
cent yet’, showed his liking for play¬ 
ing in a raucous atmosphere, when 
he enjoyed a good-natured 
exchange with some baying oppos¬ 
ing fans during the first-half of his 
most recent outing. 

“I always have a bit of banter. It’s 
not losing your discipline. I always 
try and play with a smile on my face. 


“I’ve played against Macclesfield a 
number of times in the league, and 
you get that up there - they’re 
always very vocal. It’s all in jest, 
though. 

“Talking about our fans, there 
weren’t thousands up there, but 
there were still some really loyal 
fans there and if we can get a few 
more like that, along with the play¬ 
ers and the staff that we have, the 
club can go far.” 

How far, and how quickly? 

“It’s important not to get carried 
away, because it’s a club that’s only 
just been promoted, so to go and tar¬ 
get the play-offs again straight away 
is very tough. 

“We have a squad that is more 
than good enough to be in the top 
half of the table. Then, if we do get in 
the play-offs, who knows, anything 
can happen.”

“We looked at the free 
transfer list last week and 
thought ‘wow, why not give it 
a go? 1 . You never know, any¬ 
thing’s possible in football, I 
suppose, especially in the 
luck we had with the stadium 
being named the Soccer AM 
Stadium earlier this year.”

FURIOUS boss Ken Vaughan 
ripped into referee Cameron 
Lucas over the controversial 
penalty call which sparked 
Bemerton’s FA Cup fightback at 
Bournemouth Poppies on 
TUesday. 

Sam Pekun put the Poppies ahead, 
but the Harlequins hit back to lead 
3-1 through Tom Robert’s hotly dis¬ 
puted spot kick, Jack Eves and Neil 
Williams. 

Fawzi Saadi got another for the 
Bournemouth hosts, but it was all 
in vain as Bemerton won through 3- 
2 to book a ticket to Winchester City 
in the first qualifying round next 
Saturday. 

The turning point came when 
Lucas pointed to the spot for a 
seemingly innocuous collision 
between Poppies’ Lewis Burgis and 
Bemerton forward Jack Slade. 

An irked Vaughan said: “We start¬ 
ed out nicely and played some good 
football, but the penalty killed us. 

“It was never a penalty in a mil¬ 
lion years. I was absolutely gobs¬ 
macked. 

“It has to be the worst penalty 
decision I’ve seen in my life by far. 

“Lewis was just looking at the 
ball, he was going to head it. 

“He (Lucas) said that Lewis had 
looked at the player and pushed 
him, but he would have needed eyes 
in the back of his head. He (Lucas) 
could try to explain that for a life¬ 
time without convincing me. 

“I have been on the end of a few 


bad ones and we have got away with 
a few as well, but this one topped 
the lot.” 

Defeat cost Poppies a £1,925 share 
of the FA Prize Fund and Vaughan 
admitted: “There was a lot at stake 


and I firmly believed the opening 
goal would put us in control of the 
game. 

“It was all set to turn out that way 
before the penalty. 

“It was a shame because there

Berthon Boat Company, Feeney 
returned to the Wessex ranks with 
Blackfield & Langley last season. 

But it wasn’t the best of learning 
curves for the bright, young fron¬ 
trunner, who had been tipped for 
big things during his T&E days 
after impressing against Weymouth 
in the FA Cup and enjoying a loan 
spell with Gosport Borough. 

Feeney played 44 Wessex games 
for Blackfield, scoring 19 goals, but 
there was upheaval at Gang Warily 
on and off the pitch and he was 
often played out of position. 

“I played everywhere bar centre- 
back and goalkeeper,” he recalled. 
“The squad was depleted through 
lack of players and I spent most of 
the season on the wing. I got back to 
scoring, getting four goals in five 
games when I went back up front 
towards the end of the season, but 
most of the time they wanted me 


out wide because we had other play¬ 
ers like Nathan Lynch and Jack 
Satterley up front.” 

Given all that disruption, it wasn’t 
entirely surprising that Feeney did¬ 
n’t instantly fire when he rejoined 
Totton during the summer. 

“I couldn’t hit a barn door in pre¬ 
season,” he confessed. “Me and 
Gilly (midfielder Liam Gilbert) 
weren’t completely on the same 
wavelength then, but now he’s find¬ 
ing me with little through balls and 
Hibbo (Liam Hibberd) at right-back 
is doing the same. 

“We’re linking up well together 
and at training we tend to stay 
behind a bit to work on movement.”

They were demoted one divi¬ 
sion to the Conference South in 
June for failing to pay outstand¬ 
ing debts and were thrown out 
of the Conference altogether 
two weeks later having missed a 
second deadline. 

An appeal against the club’s 
demotion was subsequently dis¬ 
missed by the Football 
Association and their application 
to join the Sydenhams Wessex 
League was rejected. 



Eastleigh boss 


RICHARD Hill “has sympathy” 
for Vanarama Conference 
referees because they are 
part-time officials working in 
a pressurised, full-time 
environment. 

Following promotion from 
the Conference South, Hill’s 
newly-promoted Eastleigh are 
working hard to adapt to 
what Hill describes as the 
“high-stakes” world of non- 
League’s elite. 

But whereas the Spitfires 
are fast approaching full-time 
status, training in the daytime 
three times a week, Hill 
believes match officials are 
lagging behind through no 


fault of their own. 

He said: “We’re at a level 
where, for 90 per cent of the 
people involved, it’s their full¬ 
time job and there’s a lot at 
stake. 

“And this is where I have 
sympathy for referees 
because they’re not full-time. 

“Until we have a system in 
English football where refer¬ 
ees at all levels are full-time 
and get relevant training 
every day of the week, like 
footballers do, we are always 
going to have problems.” 

While Hill conceded that his 
players’ performance was 
“probably worse” than that of 


referee Robert Jones in last 
Saturday’s 2-0 defeat at 
Macclesfield, he observed 
that his side “weren’t really 
allowed to play” by the offi¬ 
cials and claimed Spitfires 
forward James Constable had 
been short-changed in the 
free-kick department all sea¬ 
son. 

He felt the game should 
have been stopped for a free- 
kick to Eastleigh in the build¬ 
up to Macclesfield’s second 
goal and was bemused to 
have a handball shout dis¬ 
missed on the basis that the 
offending Macc player had 
been “trying to pull his arm

away”. “It (the result) wasn’t 
down to the referee. It was a 
toss-up - and we were prob¬ 
ably worse than him,” Hill 
conceded. 

“We can’t use the referee¬ 
ing as an excuse, but as an 
observation - not a criticism - 
I don’t think we’ve been 
allowed to play. 

“Years ago you’d watch the 
Premier League and think ‘ref, 
that’s a terrible decision’ but, 
by comparison, decisions are 
a lot better at the higher level 
now because refereeing is 
their only job. 

“It should be the same in 
the Conference and above.

Youthful bounty 
for Sports boss 
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WHEN an injury crisis kicks in, there’s nothing 
more comforting for a manager than knowing 
he has quality in reserve. 

And Folland Sports boss Danny Bowers is certain¬ 
ly grateful for the day that the Planemakers intro¬ 
duced Glyn Cherrett to the club. 

Together with Steve Lucas, Cherrett ran 
Winchester City’s under-17s two seasons ago and 
brought the squad across lock, stock and barrel last 
summer to form a new, youthful reserve side. 

Last season striker Jamie Betteridge was the pick 
of the young Follands crop, scoring 12 goals in 27 
appearances on arrival to the Sydenhams Premier 
arena. 

Now Matt Casey, 17-year-old brother of Winchester 
City goalkeeper Ross, will be hoping to make a simi¬ 
lar impression after being handed his midfield debut 
in last Saturday’s 4-1 FA Cup preliminary round vic¬ 
tory at AFC Portchester. 

Manager Danny Bowers said: “Matt had only made 
one appearance for our reserves, but I’d watched 
him play and he looked a real little live wire. 

“It was nice to have another new, young face in the 
side and well done to Glyn Cherrett for bringing 
another one through. 

“We also gave a debut off the bench to young left- 
back Matt Hubbard after making three changes to 
give people a run-out. 

“Richard Gregory and Jamie Betteridge both went 
close to scoring and, unfortunately for Matt, he gave 
away a silly foul to give away a penalty to 
Portchester right at the end.” 

By then it was academic, however. Elliot Ward’s 
successful spot kick was scant consolation for 
Portchester who were already four goals down 
thanks to a brace apiece from Ashley Jarvis and 
Follands’ skipper Jamie Barron. 

It was an emphatic result for the Planemakers, 
made all the more pleasing considering the number 


of players they had out. 

Summer signing Stuart Gates had been on the 
brink of a return before injuring his other ankle 
playing for the reserves, while defender Jimmy 
Vinton’s work commitments have gone on longer 
than expected. 

Rhys Evans has been struggling with his ankle and 
suspended pair Jake Long and Will Harris were 
serving the last of their three-match bans. 

In their absence Bowers switched James Roden to 
central midfield and played former Sholing reserve 
player Callum Brockway at centre-half. 

“Callum had been a bit indifferent, but he asked 
when he was going to get his chance and he came in 
and did very well. He and young Matt Casey were 
tremendous,” said the boss. 

Follands have had two players leave the club with 
ex-Eastleigh reserve forward Alex Easton joining 
Portchester and Pip Nolan also upping sticks. 

Bowers was unsure where Nolan would resurface, 
but said of Easton: “He’s moved on because he was 
finding it hard to get in the side with Ryan Long, 
Mike Turvey and Ashley Jarvis all in front of him. 
And with Jamie Betteridge getting his nose ahead of 
him as well, he’d dropped down the pecking order. 

“Alex is a lovely lad and I just hope he gets games 
at Portchester.” 

Next up for Follands in the FA Cup is a September 
13 trip to Bristol-based Longwell Green Sports, who 
crushed Fareham Town 3-0 at Cams Alders. 

“They’ve got to be half decent because Fareham 
are no mugs at home,” said Bowers. 

“It’s going to be tough, but hopefully we’ll have 
everyone back by then. 

“It’s a bit of a rollercoaster at the moment where 
the squad’s so small and we’re just trying to get 
everyone together. 

“When we had that 18-game (unbeaten) run last 
season, we had the same team game after game, but 
this season we’ve not started the same team once. 

“One minute we’re up, the next we’re down. We 
just can’t get any continuity going because it’s one 
thing after another. 

“But we’ll keep going and try and get everyone 
back. The good thing is that the league’s still pretty 
open. There doesn’t seem to be one team flying away 
at the moment.”

“I believe there’s enough 
money at our level to have a 
selected group of full-time 
referees. 

“Myself and the players go 
back to training on a Monday 
morning and do DVD analysis 
of Saturday’s game and refer¬ 
ees should be doing the 
same, but they can’t because 
they have to go to work. 

“Fancy having to do a day’s 
work and then go training, 
possibly on your own. 

“By the time they watch the 
DVD they’re probably nod¬ 
ding off and some days they 
probably don’t feel like it. 

“I’m not saying refs at our 


level don’t train and don’t 
analyse DVDs, I’m saying 
they should be doing it full¬ 
time. Hampshire refs should 
meet up with Berkshire refs 
on a Monday, train together 
and then sit down and 
analyse the DVD the next day. 

“Refereeing standards 
would be better if they were 
constantly being taught and 
having their fitness levels 
monitored. 

“I’ve spoken to a lot of ref¬ 
erees on the subject and I do 
have sympathy for them.” 

If full-time officials were 
introduced at Conference 
level, Hill would favour a sys¬ 


tem of promotion and relega¬ 
tion to keep standards high. 

“If they got promoted they’d 
earn more and if they got rel¬ 
egated they’d take a drop in 
salary,” he said. 

“If I get relegated I lose my 
job. I’m not saying refs should 
lose theirs, but the recom¬ 
pense should be comparable 
(to how they perform).” 

Eastleigh missed a golden 
opportunity to seize an early 
lead at Macclesfield when 
Jack Midson had an eighth- 
minute penalty saved after 
Mace’s George Pilkington 
had fouled Jai Reason. 

The unbeaten Silkmen hit 


them twice with headers - 
Domaine Rouse scoring on 
his home debut before 19- 
year-old Paul Lewis punished 
poor marking from a free-kick 
awarded against Ben 
Strevens who, Hill insists, 
had himself been fouled 
moments earlier. 

“We didn’t mark well

“Losing your discipline in 
instances like that does make 
it easier for the ref to give 
decisions against you.”

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SAINTS’ HISTORY OF 


SAINTS this week completed a 
record breaking transfer win¬ 
dow. 

Never before had they spent so 
much as they did in the summer 
2014 window, and never before 
had they banked so much money 
from selling top players. 

In all, they splashed out almost 
£60m on replacing the likes of 
Rickie Lambert, Adam Lallana, 
Luke Shaw, Dejan Lovren and 
Calum Chambers. 

Selling those five players saw 
Saints collect almost £90m. 

The first ever transfer window 
was introduced in January 
2003, brought in by FIFA. 

Here, Adam Leitch looks back 
at all Saints’ transfer windows. 

Some were considerably more 
successful than others ... 

January 2003 

The first January transfer win¬ 
dow was a fairly quiet time for 
Saints - mainly because they were 
doing so well. 

The club were on course for an 
eighth placed finish under Gordon 
Strachan, and an FA Cup final 
place to boot. 

Saints certainly weren’t resting 
on their laurels, though, and paid 
out a combined £4m for Danny 
Higginbotham and David Prutton 
to boost their squad for the remain¬ 
der of the season. 

At £2.5m, Prutton was one of 
Saints’ most expensive ever sign¬ 
ings at the time. 

There were a few fringe players 
who left on free transfers. 

One of those was Andrei 
Kanchelskis, with the former 
Manchester United winger having 
a very brief stop at the club.

It was a summer of change at 
Saints, and one that set the tone for 
the immediate future. 

After a fantastic season and trip 
to the Millennium Stadium for the 
FA Cup final, optimism was high 
around St Mary’s. 

However, the sale of Wayne 
Bridge to Chelsea for £7m did go 
some way to dent that. 

It led many supporters to ques¬ 
tions the club’s ambitions, even 
with Graeme Le Saux coming in as 
a replacement. 

Saints did reinvest some of the 
money, with the most substantial 
deal being the £3.25m to bring in 


Kevin Phillips. 

That made him Saints’ second 
most expensive signing of all time, 
after the £4.1m arrival of Rory 
Delap in the summer of 2001. 

Saints also splashed out £1.5m on 
Neil McCann and paid fees for 
Dexter Blackstock, Fitz Hall and 
Yoann Folly as they boosted their 
youth ranks, while Leandre Griffit 
and Darren Kenton also arrived at 
the club. 

In terms of other outgoings, there 
were free transfers for Kevin 
Davies, Brian Howard and Paul 
Williams. 

Davies joined Sam Allardyce’s 


Bolton and remained a key member 
of their Premier League team for a 
decade, winning an England cap in 
his 30s. 

There was little doubt that Saints’ 
squad had some extra depth, but 


fans were still on edge.

GARETH Southgate insists England 
must not lose the art of defending for 
the sake of sharper passing. 

The England Under-21 manager 
believes academies must strike a bal¬ 
ance between technique and tough¬ 
ness. 

Southgate takes his side to 
Moldova on Tuesday in their final 
Euro 2015 qualifiers. 

He is without ex-Saint Calum 
Chambers and John Stones, who 
played in the senior England team’s 
1 -0 win over Norway on Wednesday. 

Liverpool’s Jon Flanagan and 
Manchester United’s Luke Shaw are 
injured while Tottenham new boy Eric 
Dier pulled out of Southgate’s squad 
with a muscle problem. 

Despite their rapid progression, the 
former England, Aston Villa and 
Middlesbrough centre-back said there 
must be a balance between brawn 
and brain. 

“Our academies are focusing a lot 
more on technique and encouraging 
players to play from the back,” said 
Southgate. 

“If you watch our sessions they are 
all able to use the ball - although we 
probably have to work a bit more on 
defending in terms of the academy 
system. 

“We’ve almost gone from tough 
lads who can fight and now the 
emphasis is about playing out. 

“Maybe we’ve lost a 
bit of the balance 
and need a 
happy medium 
of learning 
both.” 

And 

Southgate, 
right, wants 
the young 
defenders to be 
given time to 
develop and 
believes they will still make mistakes 
in the Barclays Premier League. 

“It’s not so often you get a Tony 
Adams who goes into a big club at 
21, or a John Terry, who goes in and 
stays there,” he said. 

“Look at defences who are suc¬ 
cessful and the profile of their teams 
is they are 25, 26 or 27 years old 
because they need three or four years 
of making mistakes and playing in big 
matches. 

“The great thing for Calum, John 
Stones and Luke Shaw is they have 
all got a chance of playing European 
football, Raheem Sterling is the same. 
That’s significant because the top 
teams have that big match experi¬ 
ence. 

“They are young, English, at clubs 
in Europe and have the right mentali¬ 
ty- 

“They are with the seniors now, 
they might not be forever and may be 
back with us for a spell but they are 
all really good characters.” 

England have already qualified for 
the play-offs as they are six points 
clear in Group One with a vastly 
superior goal difference to second- 
placed Moldova. 

But Southgate dismissed sugges¬ 
tions they would be undercooked 
going into the play-offs to reach next 
year’s tournament in the Czech 
Republic. 

He said: “Only Portugal are through 
like us and we are talking about 
maintaining our standards, about 
what’s needed for an elite team. The 
players are recognising what’s need¬ 
ed to be a top player.”

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England 
beaten by 
pie night 

IT was pie night on the Great British 
Bake-Off on Tuesday and it is probably 
fair to say the heaving Showstoppers on 
parade would have comfortably fed the 
few who bothered traipsing to Wembley 
to witness the start of English football’s 
not-so-bright new dawn. 

Fans voted with their feet and their 
remote controls: a peak audience of 
4.5million watched Wayne Rooney 
snatch a scruffy win with a second half 
penalty; almost double sat agog as 
Norman, showing the sort of mis-placed 
flair to which England football fans have 
become accustomed, was voted off for 
spooning lavender in his meringue. 

Has it really come to this? The nation¬ 
al team, soggy-bottomed out in a heap 
of indifference and hot water crusts. 

“I’m lucky to have made it this far,” 
said Norman, though perhaps it is Roy 
Hodgson who should be more grateful 
for fate after a summer of World Cup 
humiliation. 

Urgency is the missing ingredient in 
England national team football at the 
moment, and it is the lack thereof which 
is most likely keeping Hodgson in his 
job. 

Gone are the days when heady expec¬ 
tation tempted the tabloids to bawl for 
the departures of so many of Hodgson’s 
predecessors should they even have a 
sniff of an embarrassing defeat. 

Gone is the righteous anger which 
greeted such national embarrassments; 
the wallies-with-brol- 
lies and effigies of 
sent-off stars 
hanging outside 
the capital’s 
pubs. 

Hodgson has 
been spared 
the indignity of 
the vegetable 
patch precisely 
because expecta¬ 
tion has sunk to a level 
even the soggiest of Bake-Off disasters 
seldom reach. 

All of which is probably a rare cause 
for good: few are disputing that 
Hodgson is not the best man for the job; 
the realisation is growing that the cre¬ 
ation of a successful England national 
team will come through fundamental 
changes, not the hands of just one man. 

Until the Premier League is somehow 
shackled to prevent our home-grown 
best languishing in reserve teams or out 
on loan, the disappointing results are 
doomed to continue. 

Until the players treat representing 
their national team as an honour rather 
than some sort of extra-curricular 
trudge, the apathy of many will only be 
mirrored in the empty Wembley stands. 

It is all very well for the Football 
Association to point out they have sold 
their allocation for England’s Euro 2016 
qualifying kick-off in Basel on Monday, 
but then, as we all know, the Swiss do 
make exceedingly good cakes. 

Immersed in this mucky mixing bowl, 
Hodgson should still find cause for 
hope. He has a team with whom he can 
truly start afresh and in the likes of 
Raheem Sterling and Daniel Sturridge, 
stars who deserve a much grander inter¬ 
national stage. 

Hodgson is known for being able to 
speak five languages. His ability or oth¬ 
erwise to rustle up a poached pear in 
puff pastry remains thus far unrecorded. 

What is certain is it will take a slow- 
cooked and wholly immersive process 
to turn the lumpy dross of pie week into 
a platter of which we can finally be 
proud.

NEW striker Danny Welbeck is confi¬ 
dent Arsenal’s England core can 
boost chances of a successful Euro 
2016 qualifying campaign. 

Welbeck joined the Gunners in a 
£16million deadline day switch from 
Manchester United. 

The 23-year-old came off the bench 
to replace goalscorer Wayne Rooney 
in the second half of Wednesday’s 1- 
0 friendly win over Norway at 
Wembley, with England set to take on 
Switzerland next week in their first 
competitive match since the World 
Cup. 

Arsenal midfielders Jack Wilshere 
and Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain were 
named in the starting XI, while 
defender Calum Chambers, signed 
from Southampton in the summer, 
came off the bench. 

Forward Theo Walcott is set to be 
involved again once he recovers from 
the knee injury which ruled him out of 
World Cup contention, and full-back 
Kieran Gibbs is another Gunner on 
the periphery of Roy Hodgson’s 
squad. 

Welbeck, below, believes having so 
many team-mates together within the 
international set-up can only have a 
knock-on effect. 

“It is going to be a 
massive positive 
for us,” Welbeck 
said on Arsenal 
Player. 

“We will be 
seeing each 
other every sin¬ 
gle day and you 
obviously develop 
a much better 
understanding if you are 
working with one another on a con¬ 
sistent basis, that is something that 
will definitely benefit the England 
team.” 

Welbeck, who had been at United 
since the age of eight, found himself 
pushed further down the pecking 
order at Old Trafford following the 
arrival of Colombia forward Radamel 
Falcao. 

The Manchester-born forward, who 
scored 29 goals in 142 appearances 
for the Red Devils, could be set for an 
extended run in the Arsenal team as a 
central striker following Olivier 
Giroud’s foot injury, which is expect¬ 
ed to sideline the France international 
until January. 

Welbeck, though, is taking nothing 
for granted. 

“There is definitely competition and 
I think once you come to a big club, 
there is always going to be competi¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“Unfortunately there are a couple of 
injuries at the moment but I think 
once everyone is fighting fit, every¬ 
body will want to be on the pitch 
scoring goals and that’s healthy com¬ 
petition for the squad.” 

Welbeck cannot wait to get started 
at his new club, with Arsenal hosting 
Manchester City after the international 
break on September 13. 

“I just want them (Arsenal fans) to 
know that I will give 100 per cent in 
every single game. I play with my 
heart on my sleeve and I am always 
going to give my best,” he said. 

“I will try to give them so many 
happy days in the coming future.”

Most golfers will tell you there’s noth¬ 
ing worse than the two-and-a-half- 
footer, a putt from little more than 30 
inches which can crumple a man’s 
confidence and ensure his putting 
action resembles that of someone 
sweeping the floor. Being made to putt 
from such a distance induces a stom¬ 
ach-churning nerviness, especially as 
the decent opponent might call it a 
‘gimmee’. 

Putting to square a match exerts 
even more pressure on the sweaty- 
palmed individual charged safely guid¬ 
ing a small white ball into the hole. 
Putting to square a contest that will 
level the Ryder Cup - well, such pres¬ 
sure is unimaginable. 

Faced with such a prospect in 1969, 
Tony Jacklin became the recipient of 
one of the greatest examples of sports¬ 
manship and decency ever seen on a 
golf course. His opponent, Jack 
Nicklaus, had putted out before Jacklin

walked towards his ball, some thirty 
inches from the hole. The pressure on 
Jacklin was enormous, but Nicklaus 
was having none of it; he told the 
Englishman to pick it up and the match 
was halved. It bore a remarkable simi¬ 
larity to a finish you might see at your 
local course. “C’mon Tony, you can 
have that. Let’s go for a beer.” 

After reading the paperback version 
of the Ryder Cup’s wonderful history 
(the hardback was published in 2012), 
it could be argued that without 
Nicklaus, what was for so long a one¬ 
sided affair, the competition could have 
easily lost its lustre. Instead, Nicklaus 
suggested that the regularly-hammered 
British team invite some of the top 
European players into their squad. The 
Americans, said Jack, would have no 
objections. 

In the sixteen Ryder Cup contests 
since 1981, the European team, formed 
following Nicklaus’s suggestion, has 
emerged victorious on ten occasions, 
including the last contest at Medinah, 
where they staged a remarkable come¬ 
back after the Americans led 10-4 on 
the Saturday afternoon. 

This well-written history of golf’s 
greatest match includes similarly dra¬ 
matic encounters, though as we pre¬ 
pare for the next one, at Gleneagles 
later this month, this fine book leaves 
you thinking that without the inspira¬ 
tional Jack Nicklaus, it’s unlikely the 
Ryder Cup would be as big as it is 
today.

NEW Cherries recruit 
Andrew Surman says he is 
hoping to start where he left 
off after putting the finish¬ 
ing touches to his perma¬ 
nent move to Dean Court. 

Former Saints star Surman, who 
impressed during a loan spell from 
Norwich last season, this week 
signed a three-year deal after the 
clubs had agreed a fee believed to 
be in the region of £500,000. 

The 28-year-old became Eddie 
Howe’s fourth signing of the sea¬ 
son. 

Midfielder Surman starred dur¬ 
ing the second-half of last season 
and started all but two of the final 
29 games as Cherries secured a 
lOth-placed finish in the 
Championship. 

Surman said: “I really enjoyed 
my time here last season and it’s 
great to be back. It has been a long 
process getting the deal done but I 
am happy to be here. 

“It has been a bit uncertain and, 
from the end of last season 
through to this point, it has been a 
little bit up in the air as to whether 
I would be staying or going. 

“It was a tough time. I have been 
living in a hotel for the past eight 
weeks and not really sure where 
my future lay so I am pleased to 
have signed and am really looking 
forward to getting going and doing 
my best. 

“When I looked back on last sea¬ 
son, I really enjoyed my time. But I 
had a year left at Norwich and I 
wasn’t exactly sure what the situa¬ 
tion was going to be there. They 
had just been relegated and a new 
manager had come in. 

“I knew that if I was going to 
leave, I wanted to come to 
Bournemouth because I enjoyed 
it here last season. I have got 
massive respect for the club, the 
manager, the staff, the players 
and the supporters. 

“I played a couple of slightly 
different roles and learned my 
game here. 

“Thankfully, I played about 30

30 goals, before joining then 
Premier League Wolves for £1.2m 
in the summer of2009 when Saints’ 
future was uncertain after admin¬ 
istration. 

Surman only played seven 
times in the top flight for Wolves 
in 2009/10, and moved onto 
Norwich the following summer. 

He helped the Canaries win a 
second successive promotion at 
the end of his first season at 
Carrow Road. 

In all, Surman made 52 appear¬ 
ances for Norwich, scoring 
seven goals.

much prefer the old system where 
you were able to recruit at any time 
of the year. 

“That way, you could actually 
work out what you needed and 
adjust accordingly.” 

FIFA brought the transfer window 
into compulsory effect for the 2002-03 
season, although many European 
leagues had previously already used 
the system. 

Although fees for Wilson and 
Surman were undisclosed, Cherries 
are believed to have bolstered their 
resources for less than the £3milhon 
they received from Norwich for 
striker Lewis Grabban, with Gosling 
and Stanislas both free transfers. 

And Howe believes the key to util¬ 
ising the window properly is to bring 
in quality players without paying 
over the odds, although he admits 
that is easier said than done.

IT was a summer transfer 
window that no-one at 
Saints is ever likely to for¬ 
get. 

It opened with Mauricio 
Pochettino as manager of a squad 
containing Rickie Lambert, Luke 
Shaw, Adam Lallana, Dejan Lovren 
and Calum Chambers.

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2014 transfer window - 
five of the best deals 

AFTER the transfer window drew 
to a close this week, the Sports 
Pink looks at some of the best 
deals done this summer. 

DALEY BLIND (Ajax to 
Manchester United) 

While United stole the headlines 
with their dramatic swoop to bring 
in Radamel Falcao in what looks a 
drastically expensive loan move, it 
was the signing of Daley Blind 
which could help the most given 
United's obvious deficiencies in 
midfield and defence. Blind, 24, 
knows Louis van Gaal and his 
methods well, which should prove 
very useful given how slowly it 
seems the rest of United's rear¬ 
guard are getting their heads 
around them. And at £14million, 
he is the cheapest of United's 
senior signings. 

DIEGO COSTA (Atletico 
Madrid to Chelsea) 

They say 'you get what you pay 
for' and here, Chelsea have spent 
big - reportedly £32million - on a 
player who looks set not only to 
address their problems up front, 
but possibly steer the club to the 
Barclays Premier League title. The 
Spain international has made a 
flying start for his new side, net¬ 
ting four goals in three games as 
part of a 100 per cent opening to 
the campaign by the Blues. 

CESC FABREGAS (Barcelona 
to Chelsea) 

Another expensive acquisition, 
the fee this time believed to be in 
the region of £30million - but 
again, it is easy to see why the 
cash has been splashed. 

The early signs are that the 
Spain midfielder may be an even 
better player than the one who left 
Arsenal as a true Premier League 
star in 2011. 

CALUM CHAMBERS 
(Southampton to Arsenal) 

Not the most high-profile depar¬ 
ture among the exodus from St 
Mary's over the sum¬ 
mer, but 
Chambers was 
known to be a 
player of great 
promise and 
has certainly 
made a big 
impression in 
Arsenal's 
defence so far fol¬ 
lowing his switch for a reported 
£16million, earning a first call-up 
to the full England squad. 

HATEM BEN ARFA (Newcastle

Steve Bruce arguably had the 
best deadline day of any Premier 
League manager as he completed 
something of a summer overhaul 
with the arrivals of Abel 
Hernandez, Mohamed Diame and 
Saints enigma Gaston Ramirez. 

But it was the late, late arrival of 
Newcastle outcast Hatem Ben 
Arfa which had the fans most 
excited. 

When his mind is right, the 
Frenchman is one of the most 
exciting attacking midfielders in 
the league and if Bruce can get 
him back on track after a frustrat¬ 
ing year in the north east, he will 
give Hull a new dimension.

Sanchez and Radamel Falcao 
arrived in the Barclays Premier 
League this summer, Europe's top 
sides were also busy trying to 
improve their squads; at the same 
time snatching many players from 
the grasp of English clubs.

Considered by many to be one of 
the best buys of the transfer win¬ 
dow, Garay will bring with him a 
wealth of experience after also 
enjoying a successful World Cup 
campaign in Brazil. 

Mehdi Benatia - Roma to 
Bayern Munich 

A player who Blackpool reportedly 
once declined to sign for around 
£100,000 has now signed for 
European giants Bayern Munich for 
a fee understood to be in the region 
of £24 million. 

The 27-year-old centre back has 
joined the German champions from 
Roma after the Italian side found a 
suitable replacement in Olympiacos' 
Kostas Manolas. 

Once linked with Chelsea and 
Manchester United, Benatia will add 
to what is already a Bayern squad 
packed with quality and depth. 

Vincent Aboubakar - Lorient to 
Porto 

Hull boss Steve Bruce saw one of 
his biggest transfer targets snatched 
from his grasp as Vincent 
Aboubakar opted to join Porto. 

The 22-year-old forward, who last 
season scored 17 times in Ligue 1 
for Lorient, penned a four-year deal 
at the Estadio do Dragao, and is 
one of 11 new additions to the side, 
including Holland defender Bruno 
Martins Indi and on-loan Barcelona 
prospect Cristian Tello. 

Javier Saviola - Olympiacos to 
Hellas Verona 

The experienced former Argentina 
international will enjoy his first taste 
of Italian football with Hellas Verona 
after signing a one-year contract. 

The former Barcelona and Real 
Madrid striker completed his trans¬ 
fer from Olympiacos, and has 
racked up over 200 goals at club 
level, as well as seven goals in 40 
appearances for Argentina. 

The 32-year-old will link up with 
prolific former Italy striker Luca Toni 
in Verona, creating an experienced 
strike force that may just prove to 
be deadly to Serie A defences.

ECSTATIC Eastleigh celebrated 
Non-League Day by keeping 
their unbeaten home record 
intact with a dramatic 2-1 win 
over Southport, watched by a 
1,309 Silverlake crowd. 

With FA chairman Greg Dyke and 
ex-referee Howard Webb watching 
on, the Spitfires were gift-wrapped 
victory in a bizarre finale after 
being reduced to ten men by injury. 

With the game in the second 
minute of added time, Eastleigh 
profited from an own goal by visit¬ 
ing defender Dom Collins, making it 
ten points gained from their four 
home games so far in the Vanarama 
Conference. 

With Matt Fry healing a sore 
Achilles, the door was left open for 
left-back Michael Green to return 
after a three-match suspension. 

Right-back Dan Spence came back 
from injury and assistant manager 
Craig McAllister was handed his 
first start of the season, with Stuart 
Fleetwood dropping to the bench. 

The Spitfires forced three succes¬ 
sive corners early on and from the 
second they almost made a break¬ 
through - McAllister’s header from 
Reason’s delivery was cleared off 
the line by Steve Brogan. 

Southport, without a league win 
on their travels for 13 months, bare¬ 
ly got a look-in as Eastleigh domi¬ 
nated the early possession. 

The visitors had a sniff of an open¬ 
ing on ten minutes when the tough- 
tackling Reid was penalised for a 
foul on John Marsden, but Dave 
Fitzpatrick was easily crowded out 
as he ran onto Brogan’s short free- 
kick. 

Spitfires instantly broke through 
James Constable who squared left 
to Reason, but his shot was charged 
down. 

Eastleigh then felt hard done by 
when Green’s deep free-kick looked 
to come off a Southport player as 
Reid threatened at the back post, 
but no corner was given. 


just after the hour, but was up to 
the task, turning away a low 18- 
yard strike by Midson to have men¬ 
acingly cut across from the right. 

Just when it looked as if the 
Spitfires had the game under con¬ 
trol, they shot themselves in the 
foot, gifting Martin Foyle’s men a 
soft equaliser. 

Collins fatally surrendered pos¬ 
session and Connor raced through 
unchecked to knock the equaliser 
past the exposed Flitney. 

On 70 minutes Southport sub Paul 
Rutherford - just on for Evans - 
was booked for a foul on Spence 
who thankfully responded to treat¬ 
ment. 

As Eastleigh boss Richard Hill 
readied Fleetwood, Yemi Odubade 
and Ben Wright on the touch line, 
Flitney fingertipped Foster’s head¬ 
er over as Southport grew in confi¬ 
dence. 

The Spitfires’ bold triple substitu¬ 
tion, with 13 minutes remaining 
saw Collins, McAllister and Midson 
taken off. 

But there was concern for 
Eastleigh seven minutes later when 
Wright went down with knee prob¬ 
lems just outside the visitors’ area. 

The Sandgrounders broke and 
Rutherford tested Flitney with a 
shot on the run. 

Wright looked none too comfort¬ 
able after treatment, forcing 
Eastleigh to see out the game with 
ten men. 

Southport tried to take advantage 
with Scott Kay threading the ball 
through to Marsden but, having got 
behind Beckwith, he was well 
blocked out by Flitney. 

Brogan looped an effort over for 
Southport and, at that point, the 
visitors looked the likelier to sneak 
a late goal. 

But incredibly Southport present¬ 
ed Eastleigh with an unlikely win¬ 
ner halfway through the four added 
minutes of time. 

There looked to be little danger 
when Constable headed on a long 
free-kick but, in trying to find 
Weston, the hapless Collins instead 
headed into his own net, sparking 
scenes of joy behind the clubhouse 
end goal. 


It was then Jamie Collins turned 
to give the ball away, The 
Sandgrounders pumped it down the 
right to Richard Brodie, who 
crossed for Brogan on the edge of 
the box.

on the right and his effort was 
touched behind at the near post 
with 40 minutes gone. 

The breakthrough finally arrived 
four minutes into the second-half - 
and it went Eastleigh’s way. 

Constable was brought down by 
Luke Foster on the edge of the box 
and Green tapped the free-kick to 
Reason, who found the net with an 
exquisite strike to the keeper’s 
right. 

Weston then had to twice fingertip 
the ball away - first from Jack 
Midson’s hanging cross to the right 
and then from Reason’s corner.

Locks look to 
end nightmare 


LOCKS Heath manager 
John Betteridge admits 
his side have had a 
“nightmare” start to the 
Puma Engineering 
Hampshire Premier 
League Senior Division 
season. 

A series of player availabili¬ 
ty problems has seen them 
slump to just one win in their 
opening eight games, writes 
Peter Howard. 

Betteridge is in his first 
management role after taking 
over at Heath in July and has 
overseen a squad overhaul 
and club redevelopment. 

The 30-year-old boss, who 
has been assistant manager at 
United Services Portsmouth 
and Netley Central, arrived at 
the club without a player 
signed on. 

Since then he has worked 
round the clock to construct a 
squad ready for Hampshire 
top flight action.

Betteridge, who played for

“We’ve not had the greatest 
start,” he said. “It’s been a 
nightmare with the amount of 
injuries and people on holi¬ 
days.

The 2012/13 champions 
haven’t dropped out the top 
four in three seasons -finish¬ 
ing runners-up last term.

1 outfit Infinity, John Stevens 
of Wessex Premier outfit 
Fareham Town, Leon 
Cockerill, ex-Saint Glen 
Cockerill’s son, arrived after a 
break from football and previ¬ 
ously played for Woking and 
centre midfielder Marc 
Holland switched from New 
Milton.

“Bino was an honest and terrific 
footballer, one of the best to wear 
the Knighton shirt. 

“But, most importantly, away from 
football Bino was a true gentleman, 
a genuinely nice guy and a great 
friend to all that knew him. 

“You never heard a bad word said 
about him, he always had a smile on 
his face and that rubbed onto many 
around him.

“There’s not an offer of money, 
but we’ve had players offered 
decent money from Wessex clubs 
and they have turned them down, 
such is the atmosphere here. 

“The top six clubs in the 
Hampshire League as good as 
many in the Wessex Premier, but 
just haven’t got the facilities to get 
up there. 

“We’re among that number and 
we just have to improve our ground 
first.”
